CREDIT TO THE NATION. 


95 Per Cent. Honesty Among 
British Buyers. 


Ninety-five per cent, of the Bri- 
tish purchasing public are “credit- 
worthy,” according to a test that 
has just been: completed. 

The investigation was made by 
the National Association of Trade 
Protection Societies who, in the 
course of a. year, deals with more 
than 800,000 inquiries into the 
“credit-worthiness’ of manufactur- 
ers, wholesale firms, retai] shops, 
and private people. 

“From general observations 1 
have always said that: more than 90 
per. cent, .are credit-worthy,'” said 
Mr. Cuthbert Greig, secretary of 
the Association, to an Evening 
News correspondent, 

“My statement has often been 
challenged, as putting the percent- 
age too high. So we decided even- 
tually to put the matter to the test. 

**We took the whole of the in- 
quiries of all’kinds over a period of 
several weeks and found that 95 per 
cent, of them were good—a striking 
tribute to the honesty of the people. 

““Of the 5 per cent. that were bad 
some were unable to pay, others had 
the money to pay but were bad 
Payers, some were extravagant, and 
a fow were dishonest. 

“It Is very important to keep the 
credit ideal high. People should be 


-| proud of being ‘credit-worthy.’ They 


should offer references rather than 


take offence at being asked for 
them. -We do not like the ‘no in- 
quiries’ credit, That ia the wrong 
basis upon which credit should be 
given. 


“But credit does not mean taking. 
something away and saying you will 
pay for it later.‘ Credit is’ qome- 
thing given which is based 
trust, belief, and confidence. 


“There is no doubt that British . 


credit stands highest abroad—as : 


, | high os, if not higher than, ever. 


“Even the immense growth of the 
hire-purchase system’ among the 
masses of the people has not altered 
the percentage of. ‘credit-worthiness’ 
a fact which’ should give renewed 
confiderice to British traders.

HUNGARY’S PUBLIC 
FINANCE. 


Steps’ Taken 1 to Balance 
Budget. 


The agricultural industry in’ 
Hungary did not escape the effects 
of international economic depression 
in 1980, and was particularly hit by 
the fall of prices 
markets, according to the annual re-' 
port of the National Bank of Hun- 
gary. Against this might be set 
the success of some 
agrarian reorganisation,, especially 
the tendency of 
'grain farming to cattle breeding, 

poultry and dairy farming, fruit and 
. vegetable growing. ; 

The beneficial effecta of ‘this 
‘reflected in the fact 

that the value of export of livestock , 
; poultry and egga during the first 
cleven months of 1930 increased by 
some 30 per cent. as against the 
amount recorded for the corros- 
ponding -period of 1929. “Public 
revenues have shown a decline 
owing to the general economic de- 
pression, but measures of retrench- 
ment aiming at the 
expenditure by 45 million pengos 
are expected to ensure .budgetary 
equilibrium, 


Foreign Payments. 


Another redeeming: feature was 
the improvement of the balance of 
foreign payments, which showed in| 
cach of che year3 1927 and 1928 a’ 
deficit uf some 600 million ‘and in 
1929 o. 200 million pengos. When 
final figures are available for 1930 it 
is exoected they will show a deficit 
of under 100 million pengos. The 
total of long-term credits raised in 
1930 approximated 85 million 
pengos medium-term loans, includ- 
ing the provisional State loan of 
more ~ than 3 million pounds, and 
various export credits amounted 


‘youghly to 176 million pengos. 


The redreasing of the balance of 
foreign payments is chiefly due to 
20,000.00 the improvement 
‘foreign trade, Imports for the first 
‘leven months of 1930 declined by 
23 per cent. in value, or 15 per cent. 
in bulk, while exports decreased by 
_only 8 per cent. in value and 2.5 per 


cent, in bulk, 


Industrial production was also 
affected by the general depression, 
resulting in a decrease in employ- 
ment and a setback in the output, 
particularly in that of the heavy 
industries, the building trade and 
the branches catering for the needs 
of agriculture. The textile indus- 
try continued, on the other hand, 
to display marked ‘symptoms of 


vitality. '

This 
ia due toamaller arrivals of 
both merchandise and treasure 
and to reduced shipments of In- 
‘dian and foreign produce, Exports 
‘of gold amounted to Re, 12.1 lakhs 
ag against none in the month of 
March 1980, 

Trade statistics of the financial 
year ending March 1931,. shaw a 
contraction of Rs, 26,43 crores, or 
26 per cent. in imports and of Rs. 
17.02 crores of 22% per cent. in 
exports as compared with tho 
figures of the preceeding year. 
Imports of treasure fell away by 
Rs, 71.68 lakhs to Rs, 17.91 crores, 
and those of merchandise by 
Ns, 27.71 crores to Ra.

[To the Editor of "China Mail.") 
Sir,—Wonderful! Yellow and 


white metals may hatch and bring 
feathers. Let us go for ‘the 
chickens. We trust unlike the 
experience of Columbus when. he 
solved the. problem of making ah 
egg stand by itwelf, and every one 
said it was 30 easy they could all do 
it! ‘ : 

It is tru: the holders of the 
yellow can help the victims of the 
white. They know they can do 
it, but they don’t. Let us then 
ask a few questions about the silly 
and vexed. subject of gold against 
silver, a matter which is nothing 
less than a scandal. It reminds 
one of the miser dying of hunger, 
trapped in his own strong room, 
buried under his hoardings of gold, 
In his greed he wanted more. 


Ig-it not a mere fact of criminal 
greed and an uncharitable follow- 
ing of private policy to hold the 
supply of gold to operate against 
silver?

What docs it 
matter to gold currency dealers 
when all their transactions are paid 
for in gold. They get a £1 sterling 
or $1 gold for their goods in that 
metal, even if the payment costs 
the purchaser $5, $10, $20 Mex.

It is a very serious matter, the 
net result being tragic, or, looked 
at‘in another light, positively Gil- 
bertian, under present conditions. - 

Why waste time and money 
in trips and conferences that come 
to no decision, and only serve to 
make confusion worse confounded? 
Keep the exchange on, but valorise 
the silver, There ave a thousand 
and one ways to do go, if it sults the 
gold party’s policy to act. If they 
did so, there would be an end to all 
the miseries of the time. 

Let inspiritation be invoked to- 
ward honest acting for the public 
weal, 80 as to relieve the present 
chaos and misery, and soon a way 
would be found to meet the situa- 
tion, without an overflow of dis- 
cussion.

SHATIN RAILWAY 
SMASH. 

Suxy Return Their 
Verdict. 


PRAISE FOR RESCUERS,

‘The Special Jury sittittg at the 
inquiry resulting from the train 
wreck near Shatin on April 20 last, 
returned their verdict yesterday 
afternoon, at the Kowloon Magis- 
tracy. 5 : 

The finding, so far as it concern- 
ed the inquest upon Chan Chu, one 
of the victims, waa one of acciden- 
tal death following derailment of ° 
train No. 19. : 

The jury found that the accident 
was due to a collapse of the rail- 
way embankment, + undoubtedly 
cuused by the tremendous head of 
water which overflowed.the divert. 
ing wall, end followed the coursz of 
the previous waterfall, undermining 
the track — below, The extra- 
ordinary rush of water they found 
to be the result of unprecedented 
rainfall in the area, . 

Patrol Efficient. 

The railway's syatem of patrol 
and inspection wag a good one and 
eflicientiy carried out, There was 
excellent co-operation between Rail- 
way, Police. Fire Brigade and 
madical officials after the accident. 
Special. words of commendation 
were due to Dr. Farr, Dr, Smalley, 
and Mr. Arculli The St. John 
Ambulance Brigade had also done 
excellent work. The morale of the 
railway officials, particularly the 
guard of the ill-fated train, reached 
a high standard, or 

Recommendations. 

The jury made the following re- 
commendations :;— 

-1.—In addition to the diverting 
wall being raised, the bottle-neck 
above the waterfall should be widen- 
ed, thus ensuring a quicker over- 
flow, and a direct fall of water into 
the pool below. 

2.—That the railway embankment 
at the scene-of the accident should 
be pitched on the land side with, 
stone set in cement, and the cut 
running alongside same be widened. 

3.—The jury are ‘strongly of the 
opinion that the railway company 
should thoroughly investigate the 
necessity ov otherwise of strength- 
ening the railway embankments, 
bridges, ete. at other places sub- 
ject to action by fresh and/or salt 
water. 

4--That slectrie torches be care 
ried in first aid boxes and Includ- 
ad in emergen:y equipment. 

G—Huck saws to be carried on 
all trains, and that one of the 
emerkency jacks be carried in the 
brake van. 

6.—That a supplementary supply 
of breakdown gear be kept ad- 
visedly say at Talpo. : 

St. John's Brigade Work. 

The Coroner, (Mr. E. W, Hamil- 
ton), said he agreed almost entirely 
with the verdict, The jury's com- 
mendition for the St. John Am- 
bulance Brigade he understood re- 
ferred in actual fact to Dr. Dovey. 
He thanked the jury for the 
tremendous amount of work they 
had put into the inquiry.

Of the three matches con- 
cluded in two days the most sen- 
sational was that played at Wor- 
eester.

At Lord's, Sc mersetshire found 
Durston and I. A. R. Peebles in’ 
good form with the ball and 
were only able to sct Middlesex 
the task of scoring 62 runs ii the 
fourth innings for victory. 

At Oxford, Lancashire lost to 
the University by seven wickets 
after holding a lead of 24 runs on 
the first innings. H. G. Owen 
Smith, the brilliant South Afri- 
can ‘all-rounder, captured 8 
wickets for 98 runa during the 
match, E. M.-Wellings took 5 
wickets for 36 runs in the second 
innings. 

As tha result of to-day’s games 
Middlesex advance to the head of 
the championship table with 70 
points out of a possible 90 points.

AMATEUR R FIGHTS. 


New York, May 13. 
Italy's amateur boxing cham- 
nions drew with the Amorican 
amateurs * here, to-night. The 
Italians won four decisions, and 
lost four, The Italians have 
travelled six thousand miles, carry- 
ing their Olympic titles into inter- 
They appeared

If, let us say, he made a sorry 
bungle of his mashie shot to the 
second hole, he could wipe it out, 
drop another ball, and play tho 
shot again. That would be one of 
hie revocable shots gone. 

If, similarly, che missed a putt 
of two fect on the fourth green, 
he could have the putt again at 
the cost of another. unit of his al- 
lowance. « . 

A club competition under this 
form of handicap would be rather 
good fun. It is a nice question 
as to how many revocable shots 
ought to be given in place of the 
ordinary allowance. One of them 
would not always atone for the 
first failure. I think that a per- 
son with a handicap of twelve 
might be conceded eighteen revoe- 
able shots, to be taken where he 
wished, 

The idea is, at any rate, better 
than: bisques; for it involves the 
playing of the shots instead of; 
permitting the subterfuge of 
claiming strokes as though they 
had been played’ perfectly aoe 
ever they suitéd best; 


Better Than Bogey. 


Several clubs have held success- 
ful compétitions amongst their 
members, with the professional as" 
the embodiment of bogey. 

The principle is that any mem- 
ber may challenge the professional 
to a match in this tournament and 
play him under handicap, the 
local robot being rated at plus six. 
The ‘player who'gains the biggest 
victory over him during the perio 
of the event ts the winner. 

That allows as many tries us 
any body likes, and although the 
professional has to be paid kis 
fee each time, his antagonist pre-. 
sumably obtains something in tho 
nature of a lesson, and at least 
has as salutary a gamble as in 
any casino, 


I wonder that there are not 
more eclectic competitions; those 
affairs in which, after the first 
round, the player has the chance 
of improving his score at any hole 
he likes. His second round con- 
sists entirely of the endeavour to 
reduce every figure that he has 
taken previously. 

There {s the element of match- 
play in -this form of scoring 
Somebody once worked it out that 
the eclectit' score of all the people 
who have played at St. Andrews 
consists entirely of ones and twos, 
That shows the possibilities.
